The brain of a Small child is 
growing rapidly; he is taking in

else live in a world of phantasy. 
from which it may be very. diffi- 
cult to. awaken him when he grows 
older and must face realities.

friend, or reading, or very busy, he’ 
must walt. There is nothing. more 
annoying than to be repeatedly in- 


.{terrupted by a child when one Is 


wanting to talk, and. if such a 
child is not checked he will become 
almost unbearable in company, It 
isn't only that he wants to “know,” 


sometimes; remember that he likes‘ 


your attention and will try to draw 
it from someone else if he can. 


Tell the Truth 

Then there is the problem 
how to answer his questions and 
arguments, and the only thing ‘is 
to tell him the truth, no matter 
what the question. If ° you don't, 
he will find ‘out some day, and will 
never trust you again. Much of 
the lack of real confidence between 
parents and children comes from 
parents having told them some 
cock-and-bull tale when ‘they asked 
cmbarrassing questions.

While an initial bid of One Club 
may be made on the minimum hold- 
ing of three quick tricks it does 
not follow that it should always 
|be called. Mr. - Vanderbilt states 
that frequently the best results are 
jobtained by passing hands with 
minimum opening requirements. 


-|No hard-and fast rule is laid down, 


the decision whether to pass or to 
upon 
whether the hand pattern is de- 
fensive or offensive. The charac- 
teristics of the other players may 
also be taken into consideration. If 
they are prone to open on weak 
hands you can safely afford to paés 
relatively strong ones occasionally. 
This advice, it should be noted, is 
diametrically opposed to that of 
the “natural” and direct bidders 
who recommend opening on mini- 
mum holdings, some advocating a 
standard so low. as one and a half 
quick tricks. 

In spite of the fact that Mr. 
Vanderbilt advises a pass on some 
thands containing three quick tricks 
he allows a bid of One Club in cer-

42, 
he advises a bid of One Club fol- 
lowed by One No Trump if partner 
makes a negative response. Tech 
nically on his valuation this hand 
js not a Club bid. His Quick; 
Trick table {s very simple—A. or 
|K. Q. of the same suit or two guard- 
‘ed Kings=1 Quick Trick, A. K. of 
‘the same suit=2 Quick Tricks. He 
makes a distinction between Quick 
| Tricks and High-Card Tricks, but 
he insists that the shaded Club bid} 
never should be made unless, as In 
this hand, all of the following con- 
ditions exist—(a). the hand is too 
strong to pass; (b) no other bid is 
possible; (c) the hand has as good 
distributed strength. as the mini- 
mum legitimate Club bid. These 
distinctions appear somewhat ar- 
bitrary and I see no objection even 
on his own principles to opening|.

“TINDER-BOX “OF ASIA” 


The Tinder Box of Asia by G. S, 
"  Sokolsky (Allen & Unwin 10/6 
net.) : : 
Chinese politics are 3 puzzle, and 
ft is practienily impossible for any- 
one in Europe or even in China to 
know what is happening between 
the Amur and the Si Kiang. News- 
paper reports and’ magazine arti- 
cles, though interesting and often 
suggestive, do not help greatly to 


' , elucidate matters and most of the 


books on China’s chaos are either 
prejudiced or written by authors 
whose knowledge is superficial. Mr. 
Sokolsky, who has lived for years 
in China and worked. for American, 
Russian, Chinese, Japanese and 
English oewspapers, makes a her- 
oic attempt to illumine what is 
‘dark, and in the “Tinder Box of 
Asia” gives us an imposing array 
‘of facts concerning the deeds and 
aspirations of Chinese generals 
and politicians since the fall of the 
Manchu Dynasty. 

After describing Chinese family 
life— how China ix a mighty ag- 
glomeration of families, grains of 
sand rather than a solid mass ‘of 
cement—the “clash between Com- 
munism and Nationalism, how time 
and again since the Boxer Rising 
China has been saved htmiliation 
only by the jealousies and mutual 
mistrust of the Great Powers, our 
author goes on to tell how the pro- 
vinees of Mongolia,.Turkestan, Thi- 
bet and Manchuria have slipped 
from Chinese suzerainty. In this, 
“perhaps the best written part of 
the hook, we were surprised to 
learn that Thibet is now a British 
Protectorate. Such a statement 
thakes us somewhat sceptical re- 
garding other statements and con- 
clusions in this book. 

Nevertheless the book is a clearly 
written and fairly well balanced 
Survey of.the trials of a mighty 
nation which has come to tlie par- 
ting of the ways, a nation Whose

Before. the United, States. went 


off the gold standard, the backing 
of the various kinds of paper 


money issued varied. The Federal} 


Reserve Bank was required to 
keep a gold reserve of forty per 


cent. of its’ Federal Reserve notes 
in actual circulation. Gold ‘certi- 
fieates were backed dollar for dol- 
lar by gold but National Bank 
notes had in the Treasury only five 
per cent. of lawful money behind 
them for final redemption. 

The redemption. fund, however, 
was maintained constantly at’ the 
required level. United , States 
notes, of which about $265,000,090 
were in circulation, were backed 
by reserves of $156,000,000. 


The delegates did not go 
into details of the effect of the 
.proposed plan on the monetary _ 
system of the United States 
but it was indicated that there 
would be féwer ‘kinds of 
money. 

The understandings reached by 
President Roosevelt with the visit- 
ing statesmen cid not mean that 
the plan had been adopted but 
that it was considered an accept- 
able basis for the discussions’ at 
London.—United Press.
